The
neighborhood has approximately 340 parcels in single-family use with multi-family zoning.
This zoning presents a threat to continued single-family uses,

BASIS FOR RECOMMENDATION

Hie proposed zoning should be consistent with the purpose statement of the district sought:

This property although zoned multi-family is currently developed and uses as a single-family
district use.

Zoning should not constitute a grant of special privilege to an individual owner; Granting of the
request should result in an equal treatment of similarly situated properties

The Old West Austin Homeowners Association for the purpose of seeking support and
involvement in the proposed down zoning canvassed the neighborhood. Many property
owners within the plan area having a similar situations and are seeking the same SF-3-NP
zoning district for their properties

The proposed zoning should be consistent with the goals and objectives of the City
